WOULD DRAW SAMPSON'S FLEET FROM PORTO RICO, 


Story Comes From Madrid Through London. Fierce Battle at 


Cienfuegos Verified. Naval Plans Disarranged. 


France May Be Involved. 


COMPLICATIONS WITH FRANCE 


Feared From Recent Event* Official* 


Object to Report*. 


(Special Dispatch to The Transcript.) 


Washington, May 14.—The position of 


France iu the present crisis ia causing the 
administration much worry just at pres- 
ent. French officials undoubtedly gave 
the Spanish fleet at St. Pierre information 
and held back a dispatch to this govern- 
ment. This latter was an act of distinct 
unfriendliness. 


At the same time cornea word that 


Spain has protested to France against the 
Harvard being allowed to remain at 
Martinique to make repairs and France 
replied upholding the rights of the Har- 
vard. 


This last news seems to indicate that 


France is to put up an appearance cf 
nuetraliiy, but most of her acts are in 
favor ot Spain. Complications may arise 
at any moment with France. 


In spite of the rumors which are preva- 


lent, however, the officials deprecate the 
attempts to create an impression that 
France is not acting Jin strict conformity 
with neutrality laws. They announce 
officially that the actions af France so 
iar have not worked us hardship. 


Admiral Sampson has not contributed 


any further details to the navy depart- 
ment touching the engagement with the 
batteries of Ban Juan. It is doubtful if 
the department knows the actual where- 
abouts of the admiral at this moment. 
There is much discussion over the al- 
leged protest that Sampson did not give 
24 hours notice of the bombardment, but 
officers contend it is not necessary to give 
any notice when there is intention to at- 
tack the fortifications of the enemy. 


MAILED FOR <?IJR COAST. 


Story Front Madrid, Via London, Gives 


Sensational New*. 


tiondon. May 14.—The Star says a Mad- 


rid dispatch via Paris throws interesting 
light, gathered from an official source, on 
Admiral Cerveras' movements since he 
left Cape Verde with the Spanish fleet. 


It appears that he headed for St. 


Pierre, off the coast of New Foundland. 
Ho was met by colliers from Sydney, with 
coal and instructions to rsid Portland, 
Boston and Newport, if Sampson bom- 
barded Havana, in order to draw him off, 
but the Manila news changed his plans. 


The next proposed move Was to decoy 


Sampson to Porto Rico, then sail rapidly 
for Havana and destroy the few ships 
left there. 


Finally should he learn that two squad- 


rons were coming to meet him, thus leav- 
ing the United States sea coast open, the 
plan would be to avoid them and sail 
straight for Charleston to bombard it.

Gets the 


(By Associated Praia.) 


Washington, May 14.— President Mc- 


Kinley received a dispatch late yester- 
day i-flc-rnoon, which came through 
Haytlan sources, announcing the com- 
plete capitulation of the city and fort of 
San Juan, Porto Rico. The dispatch was 
immediately communicated to Secretary 
Long, who presented it to the strategic 
board, which was then in session. 


Secretary Long would not say who 


sent the news; he acknowledged its re- 
ceipt, however, and supplemented the 
president's declaration of faith In its 
authenticity. 


The strategic board, immediately upon 


the receipt of the dispatch, discuiied its 
contents, but nothing could be learned 
rgarding its action. It wag stated by 
Secretary Long that the dispatch was 
not from Admiral Sampson, and that 
the last communication he had had from 
him was a dispatch of the morning:. It 
is understood that the dispatch came 
through representatives of the Haytien 
government in New York, and was com- 
municated to the president by an officer 
of the United States signal corps sta- 
tioned at Governor's island. 


Forewarned that Admiral Sampson's 


powerful fleet would be blockading or 
bombarding San Juan, the Spanish gov- 
ernment sent the Cape Verde fleet to 
Martinique, where, according to the re- 
port of Commander Cotton of the scout- 
ing cruiser Harvard, who was bottled 
up in the harbor of St. Pierre by the neu- 
trality )aws.so a* to prevent his getting 
the news to Sampson, having gone there 
for repairs, the Spanish ships coaled 
trom colliers, and then, having gotten 
messages and infermation from the 
friendly authorities, started Wednesday 
evening on a westerly direction, while 
me trisnilly French apparently held up 
Commander Cotton's cablegram for 24 
hours so that It did not arrive until 
early Friday morning. 
Thia friendli- 


ness of tha French officials at Bt. Pierre 
for the Spanish and their unfriendliness 
for the Americans, if established, may 
lead to complications with France, which 
has shown throughout more sympathy 
with Spain the,* with the United States, 
the tie of race seeming to be more power- 
ful than that of traditional friendship; 
but there will be plenty of time to In- 
vestigate that and set it right later on. 


Acting upon the theory that the Cape 


Verd** squadron Is making for Cuba as 
rapidly as possible, and to do an much 
damage as possible to our blockading

•eportlrrom Tbe Iowa. 


(By Associated Press.) 


On the Iowa, May 14.—Morro battery 


on the eastward arm of the harbor of 
San Juan was made the chief object of 
attack. Rear Admiral Sampson and 
Captain Evans were on the lower bridge 
of the Iowa and had a narrow escape 
from splinters which Injured three men. 
The Iowa was hit eight times, but the 
shells made no impression on her armor. 
The weather was fine, but the heavy 
swells made accurate aim difficult. The 
broadsides from the Iowa and Indiana 
rumbled In the bills ashore for five min- 
utes after they were delivered. Clouds 
of dust showed where they struck; but 
the smoke hung over everything. The 
shells screaching overhead and dropping 
around were the only signs that the 
Spaniards still stuck to their guns. 


At 3 .o'clock in the morning all hands 


were called on the Iowa; a few final 
touches In clearing ship were made, and 
at 5 "general quarters" sounded. The 
men were eager for the fight. The tug 
Wampatuck went ahead and anchored 
her small boat to the westward, showing 
10 fathoms, but there was not a sign o) 
life from the fort, which stood boldly 
against the sky on the eastern .-.ills, hid- 
ing the town. The Detroit steamed far 
to the eastward, opposite Valtern. The 
Iowa headed straight for the shore. 
Suddenly her helm flew over, bringing 
the slarboa#d battery to bear on the 
fortifications. At 5:16 a. m. the Iowa's 
forward 12-inch guns thundered out at 
the sleeping hills, and for 14 minutes 
she poured starboard broadsides on the 
coast. 


Meanwhile the Indiana, the New York 


and other ships repeated the dose from 
the rear. The Iowa turned and came 
back to the Wampatuck's boat, an< 
again led the column, the fort? replying 
fiercely and concentrating oa the De- 
troit, which was about 700 yards away, 
all the batteries on the eastward anr 
of the harbor. Thrice the column passec 
from the entrance of the harbor to the 
extreme eastward battery. Utter in- 
difference was shown for the enemy's 
fire. The wounded were quickly at- 
tended to; the blood was washed away, 
and everything proceeded like target 
nractlce. 


At 7:45 a. n». Admiral Sampson sig- 


nalled "Cease firing." "Retire" was 
sounded on the Iowa, and she headed 
from the shore. The Terror was the last 
ship in the line and, falling to see the 
signal, banged away alone for about half 
art hour, the concert of shore g-uns roar- 
ling at her and the water flying high 
around her from the exploded shells; 
but she possessed a charmed life and 
reluctantly retired at 8:15. 
As at Matanzas, the unsatisfactory 


conditions, the smoke and the distance 
prevented Important conclusions being 
drawn. The town of San Juan must 
have suffered, although protected by the 
hills, as the high shoft must have 
reached It. No traces of the bombard- 
ment were discernible on the fort ex- 
cept small fires which were apparently 
extinguished before the fleet left.

CIENFUBGOS ENGAGEMENT. 


Wounded Sailor* Brought to Key West 


TbU morning. They Cut the Cable. 


Key West, May 14.—Details of the en- 


gagement off Cienfuegos last 'Wednesday, 
which was reported in the press dis- 
patches, but which could not be officially 
rerified, were received here this morning, 
when several of the American wounded 
were brought here. 


The fight proves to have been terrific. 


The nnarnnored cruiser Marblehead and 
gunboat Nashville made an attempt to 
cut the cable between Cienfuegos and 
and Santiago de Cuba. Masked batteries 
along shore opened fire on the two ves- 
sels, which the latter immediately re- 
turned. 


The vessels succeeded iu cutting the 


cable, bat not without considerable loss. 
There were several thousand Spanish 
troops on shore, and the fight lasted for 
some time. 


One American 
seaman, 
Herman 


Reagan, on the Marblehead was killed 
and a number wounded. Among those 
were John Davis of New York' and 
John Doran of Fall River. Some of the 
wounded may die. 


Many .Spaniards are believed to have 


been killed or wonnded from the fire of 
the American vessels.

drew Kowan of the Nineteenth United 
States infantry arrived here yesterday 
from Cuba, bearing important dispatches 
from General Calixto Garcia, com- 
mander ot the department of the east 
of the Insurgent army, for General Miles 
or General Shatter. Rowan, with a 
number of guides, left Jamaica for Cuba 
In an open sailboat, arriving after 22 
hours ana landing en the coast near 
Pico Ojo Del Toro, province of Santiago 
de Cuba, aad a little west of the city of 
that name. They marched through 
swamps and underbrush to the moun- 
tain*, where horses were obtained, and 
thence proceeded toBayamo, arriving at 
that place five days later. They found 
General Garcia quartered there with 
several hundred troops, with headquar- 
ters In the principal house on the main 
•treet of the city, which had been aban- 
doned shortly before by the Spaniards. 


Lieutenant Rowan had a long con- 


ference with the Insurgent general, who 
told him that there were 1S,(00 troops 
In his command, scattered throughout 
the Island. These troops were well sup- 
plies! with arms, but lacked ammunition. 
About MM were then following a body 
of Spanish soldier* down to tfce Ceuta

WAR WITH SPAIN AND ITS EFFECT 


ON THEATRICAL ENTERPRISES. 


As a. Whole th« Season Das Been Good 


Throughout the Country !• Spite of Bad 
BuslneM at the Start—War Oafs—A 
•paniih Play's Failure. 


NEW TOEK, May 14.—[Special.]—Men- 


tion has already been rnado in these dis- 
patches of the demand for war plays, but 
It would bo difficult for auy one not di- 
rectly concocted with the amusement busi- 
ness to understand bow strenuous that 
demand has become. 


The lucky playwright who should offer 


a wore than fairly good dramatic place to 
tho publio at this time would bo sure to 
reap a rich reward, and there is no doubt 
that a big output of suoh plays will be 
ottered to tho managers next autumn. By 
that time, however, tbe wire edge of the 
demand will have disappeared, even should 
tho war be in full blast, and managers 
will be inclined to judgo fnr more critical- 
ly of tho offerings than they are now. 


Bearing in mind the present popular 


enthusiasm for everything patriotic and 
warlike, it will be easy to nnderstand tho 
statement made to me this morning by a 
theatrical manager that the war has been 
ruinous to some companies, but productive 
of great prosperity to others. "Secret 
Service," which was a favorite play here 
last season, bas been on tbe road this year 
and has done exceptionally good business, 
especially during tbe last few weeks, and 
a similar report might ba made of every 
similar play. 


Perhaps tbe vaudeville performers and 


those who may be generally though some- 
what vaguely termed "comedians" have 
been driven hardest in their search for 
available star spangled banner matter, for 
they have been espeoted to introduce such 
matter into their performances whether it 
had any bearing upon their original form 
or not. 


"I've tried so bard to get up something 


patriotic and at the same time new every 
few nights," said a variety man to the 
writer today, "that my brain is lame from 
the unwonted effort. 
Some of my gags 


have been fairly good, though more have 
been outrageously Hat and pointless, but 
I must say tbat the public has responded 
very satisfactorily even to the worst of 
them." 


A Good Season on the Whole. 


On the whole, the amusement season 


just closing bas been a fairly satisfactory 
one tbe country over as well as in Now 
York, in spite of the hard luck encoun- 
tered by the traveling companies during 
the fall and early winter. The poorest 
pickings have been found by tbe tourists 
in certain parts of New England, particu- 
larly "away down east." The best re- 
turns have been realized in the middle 
west. 


Saving the war plays, however, nearly 


all have fallen oft rather more even than 
the lateness of the season would warrant 
ever since the victory In Manilla bay, and 
this has been particularly true here in New 
York. Until then tbe publio hardly seem- 
ed to realize that war was actually in 
progress and that genuine news of Im- 
portance was likely to be received at any 
moment. For this reason little attention, 
comparatively speaking, was paid to the 
bulletin board till then. Since that time, 
however, thousands of habitual theater 
goers have given np their regulation even- 
ing amusement to stand in front of tbe 
bulletin boards and read tbe latest newa 
and speculation. 


I should eay that- the continuous per- 


formance bouses had suffered worst from 
tho bulletin boards here in New Yotk.» For 
some of them, as a performer declared 
from the stage a day or two ago, war has 
already proved to be a horrible thing, and 
their managers are getting gray headed 
from •their often fruitless attempts to de- 
vise some attraction tbat shall be strong 
enough to counterbalance tbe free enter- 
tainment afforded by the bulletins. Prac- 
tically all the continuous performance 
managers have resorted to one form or an- 
other of tbe kinetoscope, giving moving 
military views under such varying titles 
as " wargraph," "wareoope" and the like; 
but, while in some instances pictures of 
Uncle Sam's tars raising the colors, views 
of the Maine after the explosion, etc., have 
been given, inany more have been pre- 
sented tbat have no American quality 
whatever. 


One which was extensively advertise."" 


as a view of Yankee hosts of fighting men 
was nothing more nor less than a repre- 
sentation of a portion of the queen's jubl- 
lea procession. Another showed a parade 
of Austrian troops in Vienna and still an- 
other of British troops in Egypt. Yet they 
have all done as well as could bo expected 
in the circumstances, and it is safe to pre- 
dict that it will not be very long before 
more pictures of United States soldiers 
and sailors will bo shown. 


A Spanish Play That Didn't Go. 


'•The chief cause for tbe good theatrical' 


business in the west during the season 
now closing," said tbe traveling manager 
mentioned in tbe first part of this letter, 
"was undoubtedly the heavy crops har- 
vested last fall, producing a surplus of 
cash all round, which naturally flowed j 
into the theatrical treasuries, and the con- | 
verse is true with regard to the bad busi- 
ness done in ports of New England. 


"There was one play that started out to 


good business in Maine and kept it np for 
some weeks. It was called 'In Old Mad- 
rid,' and, as its title would indicate, its 
subject, its scenery and tbe costuming of 
its characters were all, Spanish. It waa 
really, a pretty good play, and its backers 
were beginning to think they had got hold 
of an attraction that would enable them 
to keep their company out until late in 
the season. But when tbe Maine explo- 
sion came there was a big reaction. Tbat 
disaster ripened the Spanish question and 
at the same time killed 'In Old Madrid.' 
Tbe people were no longer in a humor for 
anything Spanish, the audiences fell off 
at once and the company had to be dis- 
banded and sent homo." 


Tbo season here is now drawing rapidly 


to a olostj for most of the houses and has 
already been closed in some uases.. A few 
strong plays such as "The Little Minis- 
ter," with Maude Adams as tho star, will 
bold on till well in June, bat there will 
not be many of tbsse. 


It will not be long, however, before the 


beginning of tbe roof garden season, and 
I understand tbat nearly all tbe gardens 
will be running virtually all. summer 
long, in spite of the bad business some of 
{.ham CU la>t ysar, and at le^it oco regu- 
lar here will nave a regular summer season 
unless thoM Is an unexpected slump. This 
is the Herald Square, which was not over- 
lucky last winter. Its warm weather per- 
formances will begin next Monday with 
"Pink Dominoes," and It is tbe present 
plan to change the bill once a week.

ORCHARD AND GARDEN." 


Cultivate thoroughly during the early 


part of the season. 


Small trees are less liable to damage in 


, handling and slipping. 


No animals but hogs should be allowed 


to run loose in the orchard. 


In transplanting do not let the roots re- 


main exposed to cold or storms. 


One of the easiest ways of dwarfing 


pears is by budding on the quince. 


Plenty of room will give thriftiest and 


longest lived trees and better fruit. 


A limb or any part of the foliage should 


not be removed without good reason. 


It is poor economy to attempt to grow a 


crop of small grain in a young orchard. 


An orchard of apples on a large saale 


should be composed of a few winter vari- 
eties. 


Wood ashes put aronnd strawberry and 


raspberry plants will be found very Bene- 
ficial. 


When ife is necessary to cut a limb from 


a tree, it should be cut close to the body 
as possible. 


Dwarf pears and grapes are two good 


fruits that; seem especially adapted to 
Email places. 


A drsssing of wood ashes will in a 


measure prevent the ravages of maggots 
and cutworms. 


While shallow cultivation is usually best 


in the orchard, care should be taken to 
make ib thorough.

"""BICYCLES AS BAGGAGE. " 


Railroad! Not Materially Affected by Free 


Transportation of Wheels. 


New York railroad officials say it 


makes practically no difference whether 
a road carries bicycles free or not as 
far as patronage is concerned. Cyclists 
who are caught out in a storm miles 
from home or meet with an accident 
which makes their bicycles useless or 
who ride out into the country a certain 
distance, intending to take the train 
on the retura trip, will patronize the 
railroad whose station is nearest them. 
With bnt one exception the railroads 
running into New York have not no- 
ticed any increase in the carriage of 
wheels except what would naturally 
result from the recruits to the army of 
cyclists since the charge for carrying 
them was abolished. The average cyclist 
in Greater New York today wonld ra- 
ther pay for the transport -.tion of his 
wheel than be put to the annoyance of 


J getting ii checked, stripping it of all 


unnecessary accessories, such as lamps, 
bells, etc., and then pushing it to the 
baggage car himself, and when the des- 
tination is reached handling its deliv« 
ery. What are needed to increase the 
patronage of a railroad by cyclists, 
more than anything else, are good roada 
surrounding or adjacent to it. No mat- 
ter what inducements are offered, a 
railroad surrounded by poor highways 
can never catch the cyclists, while good 
roads drive wheelmen to the nearest 
railroad, whether or not they have to 
pay for the transportation of their 
wheels/ It is an open question today 
whether the members of the New York 
Etate division consider the free trans* 
portation of bicycles a benefit.—New 
York Post 


GROOM YOUR WHEELS. 


A Bicycle Needs as Much Attention as • 


Horse. 


New riders should be advised to take 


care of their bicycles and told explicitly 
how to do it. The bicycle is a machine 
that takes a greater risk than any-other 
now in use, considering its strength, 
delicacy and what is expected of it. It 
weighs from 20 to 28 pounds, and is 
expected to carry from 100 to 260 
pounds over rough roads at a speed vary- 
ing from 7 to 15, miles an hour. Too 
many riders are under the impression 
that a wheel needs no care and that it 
is better than a horse chiefly for this 
reason. While this is true, an exchange 
says, a manufacturer of hubs, pedals 
and other parts realizes that too many 
riders attempt to look after theme* 
chanioal details that are beyond them, 
and -advises them as follows: "Don't 
take yonr hub, bracket or pedal apart 
as long as your wheel goes all right. 
Do not 'fuss' with it, except to keep it 
clean. Many riders have the inquisitive 
turn of mind and desire to see how 
things are inside, and the result is that 
nine times out of ten things are not put 
back as they were, and hence the wheel 
goes lame. The machine is put up all 
right, and if it runs all right let it run 
all right until something does go wrong. 
A wheel is like a horse, and if it is 
well groomed and taken care of after 
every ride it will do you splendid serv- 
ice. But don't fool with Rs insides."

HOW A LOCOMOTIVE WAS SCOOPED 


UP IN NEW ENGLAND. 


Antics of Eloctrtolty—Startling Effect* of 


"Eleetroid"—Whirlpools Produced and 
Bacteria KUl»d—isolation of JDhJeots Ia 
Hldalr—Diamonds In a Volcano. 


A strange accident recently occurred 


on the Clinton and Fitch burg branch of 
tbo New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford railroad. Through the neglect of a 
telegraph operator, says Locomotive En- 
gineering, an engine with a snowplow 
passed the station where a stop order 
bad been received and met a milk train 
on tho road. The engine of the milk 
train was scooped np en the boiler of 
tho snowplow engine and remained in 
the position shown until taken to an 
engine house. An unusual thing about 
the accident was that nobody \vas even 
hurt. There had been five meu in the 
tuiowplow, but they jumped out before 
tho collision and escaped without inju- 
ry. The fireman of the milk train en- 
gine was knocked from the cab into the 
enow, and he escaped with a few slight 
bruises. Tho engineer of the top engine 
and the engineer of the bottom engine 
both remained at their posts, and nei- 
ther was injured.

breaks loose, which are all of too dan.

ing not at all its pranks on their own 
desks, though no "live" wire be with- 
in a milo of them, writes George J. 
Varney in Lippincotfc's. It does not al- 
ways occur to our minds that clactricity 
is playing & little trick when we take a 
sheet of writing paper from a pile and 
find it does not come alone, but draga 
along another sheet or more, "sticking 
closer than a brother." Similar action 
of the immense sheets of book paper on 
a printing press in certain states of the 
atmosphere—when one is slid on to the 
form of type and has one or more others 
partially adhering to it for a moment, 
then taking Sight away from the press 
to some dingy resting place<—frequently 
keeps the pressmen in an, uncomfortable 
state of fidgets. Such, action results

from the attraction and repulsion of fric- 
tional electricity—the same kind that 
is produced by the chafiug of the silk 
flaps against the rotating glass disk in' 
the so called "electrical machine." An 
experiment with the same kind of elec- 
tricity, which can easily be tried, ia to 
apply gentle friction to a thin piece of 
cloth or paper, when on bringing it 
near the wall of the apartment it will 
be attracted thereby and adhere to the 
snrface—be it wood, plaster or paper—- 
for a brief time. 


The Popular Science News says that 


an interesting discovery, from a geolog- 
ical point of view, was recently mado 
by an explorer in the mountains of 
Wilaies Hoek, Natal, eaya Le Genie 
Oivil. On the summit of an esfcinct vol- 
cano, on the edge of a laka that occu- 
pies the crater, soundings revealed a 
layer of sand inclosing small diamonds. 
It wonld be interesting to know wheth- 
er these diamonds were there acciden- 
tally—that is, aa the result of washing 
operations carried on by the natives—or 
whether this discovery corresponds to 
an actnal mine of diamonds, for the 
bills of Witzies Hoek are not situated 
in regions, known to be diamond bear- 
ing. On tbia last hypothesis the pres- 
ence of precious stones in the crater of 
a volcano would doubtless throw some 
light on the formation of the gems ia 
nature. 


Eychnowsfci, the electrician of Lem- 


berg, claims to have discovered an else- 
trio fluid, which he calls "eleotroid." 
The discovery has caused a great sensa- 
tion on the continent. He obtains it by 
electrolysis, but it is not identical with 
electricity. Its effects are declared to bA 
startling, producing light and causing 
Geissler tubas to emit fluorescent rays. 
It works photochemically, rotates ob- 
jects in midair, produces whirlpools in 
water and kills bacteria. Metal and 
glass thereby can be charged with elec- 
tricity, and the magnetic needle changes 
direction under its influence. 


New Quick Firing Gun*. 


Messrs. Kynooh of Birmingham have 


for some time past been engaged in per- 
fecting the mechanism of a new quick 
firing gun, and they have succeeded'in 
producing a weapon ft long way ahead 
of any other gun of a similar type. By 
turning a wheel the whole mechanism 
is set working, and 600 magazine bal- 
lets are discharged per minute. The 
gun. which weighs only a hundred^ 
weight, in single barreled and while iu 
notion is kept cool by a water jacket, 
which is filled automatically. The fir-" 
ing action is supplied with oartiiJgus 
by an endless belt, which passes through 
a box and collects the cartridges. Tha 
gun will kill at three miles, and as tba 
barrel is made to swing from right to 
left it will probably prove to be one of 
the most deadly weapons of modem! 
warfare.—Westminster Gazette.

ing shown in England. The rider is 
mounted directly over the rear wheel;

ed that to make a bed immediately after 
a night's occupancy is not in itself 
neatness, to say nothing of the dine* 
gard or ignorance of hygienic law.

bas its source in the care and manage- 
ment of that indispensable adjunct to 
the home. One should rise .refreshed 
and invigorated after a night's repose 
in a comfortable bed, but if one is to 
absorb from the bed and its furnishings 
the poisons left by the preuightly ex- 
halations of the body through its mil- 
lions of pores—all of them escapes for 
the elimination of impure matter—sure- 
ly one need not wonder at tba languor 
pervading the body and weighing with 
heaviness the spirits which should enter 
upon the daily routine with buoyancy. 


One will observe that the odor of a 


sleeping room if outside air be excluded 
ia vastly different from that of the liv- 
ing rooms, where, consequent upon the 
performance of many duties, is the 
swinging to and fro of doors, through 
which the fresh outdoor air rushes, 


In lieu of swinging doors, the win- 


dows of a sleeping room should not on- 
ly remain open much of the time on 
dry days, but the bed should be divest- 
ed of ita clothing, which should be so 
disposed as to allow each piece to re 
ceive full benefit of the sunning—for 
sun should be admitted freely also—and 
airing process, and thus remain for sev- 
eral hours.

Bow New* of tbe Firing an Snmter Was 


Spread In o Western Town> 


"I remember the news of the beginning 


of the civil war as it came to our town," 
laid a man who ia not yet a veteran. 
"I 


was about Id years old. I was returning 
home in the afternoon. I saw coming to- 
ward me a horse ridden, as I recall it, 
madly by a man. As they came nearer I 
heard tbe roan shouting. The horse was 
blowing like a locomotive. I noticed that 
the man rode bareback. Every time ha 
yelled he plunged his heels into the sides 
if the horse. 1 do not remember the exact 
words of the rider, but they were about 
'war beginning.' As he rode people in tba 
street who saw him stopped, listened and 
asked one another about it, many win- 
dows along the way were hoisted, and as 
I proceeded homeward the women who 
knew me called from the lookouts and ask- 
ed me what 'that man' said about the war. 


"When I reached homi^I found my 


mother's parlor a scene of confusion. The 
neighbors had called in to tell her what 
they knew and to ask what she knew 
about the war. The negroes about our 
bouse were frightened. One of them took 
refuge in the cellar and came out only 
after she had been threatened.

In its African life, however, the chief 


clangor thut besots it is not tbo recklessness 
of its appotito, but its reckless disregard of 
its own limbs. It will take fright at a 
shadow and hurl itself blindlx into tho 
nearest fcaco, from which it wiM be extri- 
cated with a broken leg, or fight savagely 
with a brother ostrich and brouk its leg, 
or fall into a hole or gully and break its 
leg, or dance, waltzing with most swift 
and graceful precision, affording a most 
beautiful sight to the spectator and the 
greatest satisfaction to itsolf, until giddi- 
ness comes upon it and brings It to tbe 
ground, again with a broken leg. 
It is 


true that its dangerously powerful lega 
are also very brittle, but it must ba con- 
fessed that it does not use them well. 


Of the danger that the owner sometimes 


runs from those powerful limbs Mrs. Mar- 
tin tells some very amusing stories. A 
sturdy newcomer, some 6 feet in height, 
laughed at the warnings that were given 
him when he set out for a walk and dis- 
dainfully refused the protection of atackey 
—a thorny branch, the dexterous use of 
which will keep the ostrich at bay—aver- 
ring that he "was not afraid of a dicky 
bird!" He was missed and discovered some 
hours afterward by a search party most 
uncomfortably perched on the top of an 
ironstone bowlder and slowly grilling un- 
der the African sun, while the dicky bird 
did sentry up and down, watching him 
with an evil eye. "Another gentleman 
had a theory that any creature, however 
eavage, could be subdued—'quelled,' as he 
said, by the human eye. _One day he tried 
to quell one of bis own ostriches, with tbe 
result that be was presently found in a 
very pitiable predicament, lying flat on the 
ground, while the subject of his experi- 
ment jumped up and down on him, occa- 
sionally varying tbe treatment by sitting 
upon him." Doubtless it was safer to lie 
down than to stand up to be kicked, but 
to be sat upon as if one were an egg must 
have been indeed humiliating. 
Curious, 


too, is the account that the author gives ol 
tbe camps or little kingdoms that the os- 
triches mark out for themselves, with in- 
visible but never to be encroached upon 
boundaries. Inside that camp it will bear 
no intrusion, but outside it, in the domain 
of its neighbor, it is profoundly indiffer 
ent to the stranger's wanderings. 
Nor is 


it safe for tbe fawner to presume upon his 
former acquaintance with any bird, for 
the ostrich baa not wits enough to distin- 
guish an old friend from a new intruder, 
nor sufficient respect for his owner to ex 
cept him from his Suspicions hostilities, 
though it would .appear that, as a rule, he 
will manifest a stronger aversion to the 
Kaffir or Hottentot than to a white man 
—London Spectator.

It is, however, a 
mistake to suppose that the honey guide 
seeks tbe bees' nest for the honey. Hi 
particular share of the plunder consists a 
tbe larvae found in the combs. 


It is usual for a native, having riflet 


the nest, to break off a piece of comb anc 
put it aside for bis bird friend. No doubt 
in process of enjoying its feast the honey 
guide does taste some portion of the honey 
but its real object is the luscious groba 
found within portions of the comb. 
This 


habit is surely one of the most singular 
and extraordinary in the annals of nat- 
ural history.

Bow More«n'» Buccaneer* Fought 


Way Into the Haitian City.

Mr. Stockton thus describes the capture of 
the Haitian city Port aa Prince by Mor- 
gan and his buccaneers;

bis men into tbe woods, led them entirely 
around the barrics.de and came out upon a 
wido plain before.the town. 


Here he found that he would have to 


flghfc his way into the city, and, probably 
much to his surprise, his men were pres- 
ently charged by a body of cavalry. 


Tho pirates routed the horsemen and 


after a fight of abont four hours took pos- 
session of the town. Here they captured 
a great many prisoners, whom they shut 
up in the churches, and then sent detach- 
ments out into the country to look for 
those who bad run away. When these ut- 
terly debased and cruel men took their 
usual course after capturing a town, they 
pillaged, feasted and rioted. Even when 
tbe poor citizens seemed to have given up 
eveiytbing they owned they were told that 
if they did not pay two heavy ransoms 
they would be carried away into slavery 
and that their town would be burned. 


For two weeks the pirates waited for 


the unfortunate people to go out in GO the 
country and find some of their fellow citi- 
zens who had escaped with a portion of 
their treasure. In those days people did 
not keep their wealth in banks, as they do 
now, but every man was the custodian of 
most of his own possessions, and when 
they fled from tbe visitation of an enemy 
they took with them everything of value 
that they could carry. Before the citizens 
returned Morgan made a discovery. A ne- 
gro was taken who was carrying letters 
from the governor of Santiago, a neigh- 
boring city, to some of the citizens of Port 
au Prince, telling them not to be in too 
great a hurry to pay the ransom because 
he was coming with a strong force to their 
assistance. When Morgan read these let- 
ters, be changed his mind and thought it 
would be a wise thing not to stay in that 
region any longer than could be helped. 
So he decided not to wait far the unfortu- 
nate citizens to collect tbe heavy ransom 
he demanded, but told them that if they 
would furnish him with 600 head of cattle 
and'also supply salt and help prepare the 
meat for shipment he would make no fur- 
ther demands upon them. This, of course, 
the citizens were glad enough to do, and 
the buccaneers sailed away.

Another interesting commercial step 


is that outlined in the consolidation of 
the five largest coal concerns in our 
city. These live coal magnates, who 
have to a large degree controlled the 
price of coal in the past in Boston, are 
to pool their issues and will be known as 
the Metropolitan Coal company, with a 
capital of $1,000,000. The avowed purpose 
nf the combine is to profit from economies 
In retail coal distribution and not from 
higher prices. No one ever knew of a 
trust formed for &ny other reason if you 
let the magnates tell the story. There 
will be, however, one advantage In thla 
consolidation. It will greatly lessen the 
amount of coal trucking done in streets 
of Boston, for the new company's 
wharves are located at various points on 
the water front and the distribution will 
proceed from the nearest wharf, which 
could not be the case before. As the 
men who compose the new company 
•were in league before a more perfect 
union can hardly be of much damage 
to the consumer.* * * 


It Is almost too much to believe that 


the cycle path across the sacred com- 
mon of this town is now a possibility. 
Mayor Qumcy's act in asking the alder- 
men to provide for an exclusive way 
from Park square to Park street church 
for the wheel people shows that he is not 
only a mayor, but a lover and rider of 


. .j silent steed "as well. The street rail- 


way was not allowed to violate the his- 
toric plot of land but the wheel is even 
more powarful than a giant corporation, 
and ranks •yvith the subway in this re- 
spect. So far as is practicable, the cycle 
path will have as few grade crossings as 
the map will allow. Perhaps it may not 
have any. The committee on ordinances 
is now working on the plan, but its re- 
port is not expected at once. The law 
must be looked up and the right of the 
city to introduce such an innovation on 
the common settled and defined. There 
is small chance that this will not be 
found on the side of the cyclists, for the 
subway went into the common for the 
good of the working people, and are not 
cyclists working people? 
* * * 


It will be a good thing to concentrate 


the wheelmen on this common path 
and the crowds in the shopping districts 
will appreciate the change. With a reg- 
ulated and safe speed a great deal of dan- 
ger to pedestrians will be avoided. The 
tendency of a man or boy on a wheel to 
ring his bell and push right on as thougn 
he owned the earth is not always com- 
patible with the general safely. An- 
other feature oi the path that will ap- 
peal to the cyclists is that it will sooner 
or -later be extended from the cornsr of 
Boylston and Charles streets, along the 
Charles street mall, to the corner ol 
Charles and Beacon streets, giving two 
outlets. The orginal path will lead to 
but about 300 yards of cobblestone pave- 
ment on Boylston street, after which the 
rest of the'way is either over the smooth 
macadam of Commonwealth avenue or 
the asphalt and macadam of Boylston 
street to the Fens.* • * 


That is the wheelmen's side of the case, 


but there are a great many people who 
tell the story differently. They say that 
the proposed path is but another attack 
on the integrity of the common and 
must be repulsed. In their view the city 
of Boston has just emerged from a. hard 
fight against the undoubted need for rap- 
Id transit to save the common, and to 
cave it for all time It has gone to im- 
mense expense in the building of the sub- 
way. Now appears this new attack. It 
comes In specious guise, but, like the bi- 
cycle for whose accommodation It 1* 
urged it Is all the more dangerous be- 
cause its approach is alleged to be in be- 
half of .the million who have over and 
over again shown their devotion to the 
old common. A bicycle path a* proposed, 
from Park square to Park street corner, 
is a very small and harmless looking de- 
mand. But It is an insidious thin edge 
of the wedge inevitably sooner or later 
to be broadened out Into a- regular thor- 
oughfare for vehicles of all kinds. It 
would split the common In two, and one 
or both sections would surely be lost, 
probably both. Ton have botb rie-nrs of 
the matter and can take your choice.

"UcextM Fee Imposed by a Fenniylvanla 


Town Declared Unconstitutional. 


The Pennsylvania division of the 


League of American Wheelmen has ins* 
been successful in winning in the Erie 
courts n case which will doubtless be 
of valuo as a precedent in (similar suits 
in other states. The case in question 
was connected with an ordinancp passed 
Vy the councils of the city of Erie, in 
July, 1806, requiring nil owners of bi- 
cycles to pay an annual tax of f 1, the 
sum being nominally paid for a regis- 
try plate to be attached to the frame 
of the machine, the claim being made 
that the tax so imposed was simply st 
police regulation. During the first few 
months following the passage of the 
ordinance many wheelmen registered 
and paid the tax imposed, bn^/ihe di- 
vision executive committee decided to 
contest the right of the city to impose 
the tax. After two or three arrest* had 
been made of those whom it was de- 
sir^ to have figure in the case, a tem- 
porary injunction was asked for and 
granted, and the eate came up for ar- 
gument before Judge Morrison. After 
bearing the argument, a decision against 
the wheelmen was given, but an appeal 
waa made and the case transferred to 
the superior court in Philadelphia. Be- 
fore the case came up, however, Judge 
Morrison indicated a willingnea* to 
have another case argued before 
bin. 


This was done, and the judge in a 
lengthy opinion reverses bis former de- 
cision and gives a decision f»v«rabl«j to 
the iMcne.—-N«w York Pent*

CARBOT SOW. 


Three pints of stock, mate with ten 


cents worth of cracked bones, boiled in 
two quarts of water; to this add three 
carrots, three onions, a small head of 
celery and a little parsley. Simmer the 
whole day, allow the fat to rise during 
the night, removing: every particle of it 
the next morning. Then proceed as fol- 
lows: Put two onions and one turnip 
into the stock and simmer for three 
hours; then scrape and cut thin six large 
carrots, strain the soup on them, and 
stew all together until soft enough to go 
through a hair sieve. Boil up once more 
and season to taste. Thia soup should 
be red and about as thick as pea soup. 
Serve very hot a.nd with cubes of friend 
bread.

GERMAN COFFEE BREAD. 


Scald one pint milk, add three-quart- 


«rs cup butter, one-half cup sugar, one 
teaspoonful salt, two eggs, well-beaten, 
one-half yeast cake, dissolved in one-* 
half cup lukewarm water, and flour 
enough to knead. Add three-quarters 
cup raisins, stoned and cut in pieces. 
Let rise, put into a shallow pan and rise 
again. Brush over with beaten egg1. 
Cover with three ieaspoonfuls melted 
butter, two 
heaping1 tablespoonfula 


flour, two tablespoonfula of sugar, and 
one teaspoonful of cinnamon, mixed. 
Bake about twenty minutes. 


DEVILED MEAT. 


(Mrs. Rorer.) 


Cut cold meats into dice. Put a scant 


tablespoonful of Cottolene into a fry- 
ing pan; when hot, add two tablespoon- 
fuls of stale bread crumbs, fry until 
brown, add the meat—a pint—a half tea- 
spoonful of dry mustard, a dash of 
cayenne and a sprinkling of salt. When 
the meat is thoroughly heated, add th 
yolks of four hard-boiled.eggs mashi 
fine, a half-cup of stock, or water; le, 
boil up once, and serve very hot. But- 
tered toast should be served with It. 


MARBLE VEAL. 
(Mrs. Parker.) 


Take some cold veal, season, spice and 


beat in a mortar; skin a cold boiled 
tongue, pound to a paste, adding Its 
weight in Oottolene; put some of the 
veal and some of the tongue in layers in 
a kettle, press down and pour clarified! 
butter over the top. Let cool. Tjfis cuU 
very prettily like cabinet marble. 


CRACKED WHEAT PUDDING. 
One quart of fresh milk from which the 


ci earn has not been taken. Put into this 
two-thirds of a large teacupful o£ 
cracked wheat, or one small cupful, onu 
teacuptul of sugar, one cup of stonaa 
raisins and a little salt. Stir this an>. 
bake in a moderately hot oven for out- 
hour, raising the heat for the last half 
houa Stir the mass every time the lo;> 
browns over, which should be every 1C o; 
15 minutes. 


GOVERNOR'S SOUP. 


One-half can of tomatoes, one quart 


of milk, one-third cup of butter, one ta- 
blespoonful of cornstarch, a pinch of 
soda and salt and pepper to suit ths 
taste. Stew the tomatoes until soft 
enough to strain. While these are cook- 
Ing put the butter In a double boiler and 
(When it is hot atir in the cornstarch. 
After cooking: a minute, add the milk, 
previously warmed, salt and pepper* 
Just before serving add the strained to- 
matoes and last of all the soda. 


CP.EAM PUFFS. 


Put one-half cup of butter and one cup 


of hot water in a saucepan. As soon a.3 
it boils, add one cup of flour. Stir vigor- 
ously, remove from the fire and boat 
well; then add four unbeaten eggs, one 
at a time, beating one minute between 
the addition of each egg. Drop in spoon- 
fuls on a. buttered tin, one and one-half 
inches apart, heaping each one in the 
center. Bake for half an hour in a mod- 
erate oven. Split and fill with whipped 
cream, sweetened and flavored. 


MEAT BALLS. 


Take two pounds of good meat and a 


half pound of fresh pork. Chop flne cr 
run through a meat chopper; then add 
the crumbs of four crackers rolled fine, 
one eg-g, which must be broken over the 
minced meat, and enough milk to reduce 
the whole mixture Into good kneading 
dough. Pepper and salt to taste. Form 
Into small balls and fry in hot butter or 
lard. For a gravy, add water to the fry- 
Ins fat, and salt to taste. 


CORN BISQUE. 


One can of corn, one cup of milk, one- 


eighth of a teaspoonful of pe^>er, tone 
teaspoonful of sugar, one teaspoonful of 
Sour, one tablespoonful of butter. Chop 
the corn fine and put in a double boiler, 
'with the milk. When hot, add the su- 
gar. Then add the flour and butter, 
cooked together, and the seasoning. 
'Canned beans may be used instead ol 
corn. 


CARAWAY COOKIES. 


Cream tujether nine tablespoonials 


of sugar and four of butter. Add four 
well beaten eggs, one cup o£ milk, a lit- 
the grated nutmeg, one ounce of cara- 
way seeds, two heaping teaspoonfuls of 
baking powder, a pinch of salt and 
enough flour to make a dough that wilj 
roll out easily. Bake in a moderate oveg 
twenty minutes. 


DEVILED OYSTERS. 


Chop twenty-five large oysters anal 


add to them one-half cupful of cracket 
crumbs, one tablespoonful of melted 
butter, one cupful cf creara; salt and 
cayenne pepper to taste. Butter well 
the deepest side of oyster shells an»* 
fill -with the mixture heaping 
full 


Place all in a dripping pan, and bale) 
twenty minutes in a hot oven. 


DEDHAM CREAM PIE. 


Bake your pasta, net too rich, in a 


common pie plate. Boil one pint of milk 
and while boiling stirJn one-half cup of 
flour, one cup of sugar, yolks of two 
egss. Beat well together and cook long 
enough not to have a raw taste. Add 
the juice and grated rind of one lemon 
and a little salt. Beat the whites of two 
eggs and one cup of sugar to a stiff froth 
and spread over the pia when filled, and 
br,own it in the oven. 


OYSTER CAKES. 


Two eggs, two cupfuls of flour, twit 


teaspoonfuls of baking powder and « 
large pinch of Bait to one pint of oy<< 
sters. Thin trie batter with oyste*. 
liquor or milk until It will drop from tha 
spoon. Put one or two oysters in eatihj 
•poonful of batter. Cook In very, hot 
fat.

JELLIED PEACHES. 


Soak one-half a box of gelatine in one- 


half cup of cold water, unti' soft. Dis- 
solve with one cup of boiling water. 
Strain, add one pint of peach syrup, the 
juice of one lemon, and one cup of sugar. 
Stir until it begins to thicken, then put 
in the peaches. 
Pour Into a mould. 


Serve with whipped cream or soft cus- 
tard. 


TOMATO SOUP. 


One quart of tomatoes, one quart of 


milk, one pint of water. Boil the water 
and tomatoes twenty minutes, then add 
one teaspoonful soda. Season with but- 
ter, salt and pepper and finally add milk, 
which may be heated. Strain and serve 
with dish, bread or crackers, buttered or 
browned. 


FIO PUDDING. 


One pou'id of figs chopped flne, one 


pint of course, grated bread crumbs, one 
cupful of chopped auet, one-half cupful 
of sugar, one cupful of milk, three eggs, 
two teaspoonfuls of baking powder; 
steam one and one-half hours. Bat with 
eweet sauce. 


HAM PATTIES.

with two parts of bread crumbs, wet 
With milk. Put the batter Into gem 
pan*, break one egg over each, sprinkle 
the top thickly with cracker cmmlMJ and 
bake until browned. 


ORANGE PIE. 


The pulp and juice of two oranges, alibt 
tie of the grated peel, the yolks or tare! 
eggs, one cupful of sugar, one cupful o< 
milk. Stir the yolks with the sugar, the*; 
odd a tablespoonful of butter, thcu thf 
orange Juice and lastly the milk. Bake 
In a dish. After the pie has coated, 
spread on it a frosting made of tha 
whites of the eggs beaten stiff aud 
aweeteued. Brown slightly. 


POTATO PIE. 
Feel and grate one large potato. Add 


the juice and grated rind of a lemon, the 
beaten white of an egg, on.e cupful ol 
sugar, and one cupful of cold water. 
Bake in a nice paste. After baking 
spread over the top a. frosting of the 
whites of three eggs beaten stiff with a 
little sugar aud flavored with extract ol 
lemon. Lay on the top small pieces of 
jelly just before serving.

ROLLED OATS BREAD. 


Pour one quart of boiling water on one 


pint of rolled oats and allow it to stand 
until lukewarm. Then add two-thirds 
of a cup of molasses, one spoonful ot 
salt, one-half yeast cake and two quarts 
of bread flour. Mould very stiff. Let il 
rise over night and bake in the morning 
In the same way as white bread."

in its infancy at 257 Broadway.

rigid enforcement and observance con- 
tributed in no small degree to the sub- 
sequent magnificent development of the 
business. 


It is through the courtesy of Win. 


Arthur Gallup of this city to whom the 
remarkabla manuscript was sent for 
examination, that the rules and regula- 
tions can be reproduced in this paper. 
They still possess intense interest to the 
ambitious American youth. They will be 
printed in two parts. 
The following are 


the regulations Mr. Stewart laid down 
for the government of his store: 


Regulations for those who may be in 
the capacity of salesmen, which it is in- 
diapensible, should be complied with. 
They are thus written that all may un- 
derstand the conditions upon which they 
become members of the family and that 
the necessity of frequently reminding 
them of tbeir duty, may be obviated, and 
if found ia the violation of them, they 
may be without excuse. 
The duties of the store being constant 
and unremitting, it is requisite that our 
young men ba active, industrious and 
obliging, and endeavor to manifest those 
dispositions on every occasion, and are 
never to absent themselves from the store 
without permission. 
Gambling or visiting any improper 
place at resort, is expressly prohibited. 


Our yoa::g men shall bo at the store 


early in tho morning and remain until the 
hour 
of 
closing 
in the 
evening, 
which shall generally be done as soon 
as the B'.OCK is put order. 
It will be understood that the concerns 


of tho store are the secrets ot our busi- 
ness men—tuns they may become ac- 
quainted with them in confidence and it 
would be highly improper and 
dis- 
honorable for them to speak of them 
outside the store, or communicate them 
to others. 


Our young wen will not blend their 
own concerns with 
ours without per- 


mission parncularly 
when sent 
on 
errands and are always to make a report 
immediately on the performance of the 
duty assigned them. 


To each young man sball be given the 


cburpe or a certain department, and it 
will be his particular duty to keep that 
departmant properly arranged and in 
good order, goods being well labelled and 
EO that others can understand as well as 
himself; to note down whaf may be 
wanted; to report objections made by cus- 
tomers, and to give sued oth.-r informa- 
tion as will enable us to purchase more 
carefully and if practicable to keep a 
monthly stoolc account. 
Bach young man will keep a aalosbook 


in wirich he will enter his sales for cash 
and have a ticket prepared with the items 
upon it; also mark with his initial (or 
number) and pass it up with the money 
to the cashier in order that he may ex- 
amine whether bis calculations be cor- 
rect; otherwise errors are at his own risk. 
Previous to wrapping up a parcel fail not 
to compare t e articles with the ticket or 
entry. 
When goods are to be charged, 
invariably hand them entered on the Day 
book or Memorandum book before de- 
livery. 


All parcels to be sent out are to be 
marked " Paid " when paid; " charge " if 
charged; and are to be sent only twice a 
day if possible. 
Never deceive a customer by telling an 
untruth. Always bear in mind that goods 
must prove as represented at the time of 
sale, else ample satisfaction must be made. 
In making entries with persons with 
whom we have no regular account, al- 
ways note their residence, etc., and in 
all charges to ascertain and designate the 
name, initials and residence or occupa- 
tion of the person as distinctly as possible 
in order to avoid mistakes, which must 
otherwise necessarily occur from similar- 
ity of surnames- 
Goods sent out for examination mast be 
taken an account ot previous to their 
leaving the store and when returned be 
checked off by the pertea who sent them. 
In case of his being at the time engaged, 
they are to be put in a place appointed 
tor goods returned until his leisure. Goods 
returned most immediately be credited 
by the person receiving them and they 
&re not to be received by any one BO en- 
gaged as not to be able to attend to it bat 
i i csse of all being engaged the person 
returning them must be directed to the 
cashier or bookkeeper and explain the 
matter HO that it maybe without omission 
attended to. 
Small and expensive articles as laces, 
veils, etc , must not be left upon the coun- 
ters, after showing them, but removed 
therefrom, if the customer should appear 
in haste or the delay inconvenient to 
them, another not engaged must be called 
and render assistance or take charge of 
the same. 
Any one receiving an order for goods to 


. be sent or any business to be attended to 


and re- ] at auv particular time, shall report to the 
desk the particulars ot the same in order 
that it may be punctually attended to. 
Goods in cases or parcels when received 
must not be opened unless the person so 
doing is prepared to examine with the 
invoice which most when received be put 
in the place appointed for invoices "to be 
examined or exchanged," as the case be, 
and the parcels also in the appointep 
place until convenient to examine them. 


Our salesmen should not make trouble 
by interferring with one another when 
articles are ajtod for. The one in whose 
department the article required may be, 
should have the preference—excepting 
that when a customer requires a number 
of articles the one who commences with 
her will continue to serve her, receiving 
the assistanca of the one having charge of 
the several departments, if necessary. 
Wholesale customers should be directed 
to one of the principals who if engaged 
will appoint one to serve them—also with 
regard to retail customers, one of the 
principals, or one appointed by them, 
will on busy days, promenade the store to 
reeeive customers and direct suitable 
persons to attend them in order that 
every customer visiting the store may 
have the best possible attention paid 
them. 
It shall be the duty of the highest sales- 
n an, not engaged, to step forward to re- 
ceive customers and direct them to the 
one in whoso department the article re- 
quired rany be, if he is not engaged. And 
every saleoman shall willingly give place 
to either of the principals. 
The boys will on no occasion press for- 
ward in showing goods but their duty and 
province are especially understood ts be, 
doing the errands of the store, keeping 
the furniture, fixture], etc., in good order 
and in tue proper place, always taking 
care to "havo a place for everything" and 
everything in its place, in their useful de- 
partment and are promptly to do any- 
thing relating to the business of the store 
that may ba required of them, by those 
above them, always bearing in mind that 
the propriety or policy of any order if not 
at all at tbeir responsibility a* are the 
prompt obedience.
